2 Gassed and Wounded. 

Pte. Irvine Poole, one of the young- 
est’ menibers of the P.P.C,L.1,, was 
gassed and hit in several places om, the 
hip and beck with shrapnel and ma- 
chine gun bullets while holding 
trenches at Ypres, Pte, Poole came 
from’“damonton, but he Was a member 
of the platoon commanded by Capt. 
Stanley Jones, of Calgary, and no 
finer officer, he says, ever lived. Capt.
